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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 1-4, 7-10, 18-22, and 43, 
Applicant argues that neither Anderson nor Hirabayashi disclose a removable condensate receiving receptacle. As stated previously, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In 
re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). One motivation 
for combining these references is to allow an empty waste receptacle to be mounted into the printer, as taught by Hirabayashi (col. 8, lines 
14-21). 

Regarding claims 27 and 29, Applicant argues that Garcia fails to disclose means for storing condensate which may be disconnected from 
the remainder of the printing system. Examiner notes that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where 
the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 
800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Please see the Office Action dated 1/3/2007 for further clarification of the Examiner's 
point of view. - 
Applicant also argues that there is no motivation to combine Anderson and Garcia. Please see the Office Action dated 1/3/2007 for 
motivation to combine these references. 

Regarding claims 30, 33-36, and 39, Applicant argues that Hirabayashi does not disclose absorbing condensate in an absorption member 
within a receptacle. Examiner again notes that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 
1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Regarding claims 41 and 42, Applicant argues that Suzuki does not disclose a condenser having fins that converge from inlet side to an 
outlet side. However, Suzuki discloses fins 121 that converge to an aluminum plate 117 on a cooling mechanism 93, wherein the fins 
follow convergence from an inlet side to an outlet side. Also Suzuiki shows that the fins have a first dimension and a second smaller 
dimension (Fig. 4).. 
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
